Behind German masks 


HENRYK BRODER describes the climate in Germany today, 
and the phenomenon of ‘anti-Semitism without anti-Semites.’ 


THIS WAS in June. At the same 
time he wrote ἃ letter to the Hebrew 
daily in Te] Aviv that published his 
letter to the Israeli in Nahariya, 
Again he explained: the in- 
criminating letter was part of atwo- 
year priyate correspondence.

The Israel Aviation Law 
stipulates that duty-lime may not 
exceed 16 hours, of which not more 
than 12 hours shall be “stick-time™ 
(or cockpit time). The authorities 
required no more than that; they 
were within the requirements of the 
law, which was designed, among 
other things, to ensure passenger 
safety. 

The pilots argue that no 
scheduled airline imposes such a 
long duty-period. But charter-flight 
companies do, without causing (so 
far) any accidents, What is at stake? 
Here is an example: ΕἸ Al crews do 
“shorties” (short trips to Europe) 
there and back on the same day. 

But they fly only one way to out- 
\ying European destinations — 
London, Lisbon and Scandinavia — 
because these voyages take 5 hours, 
and a return trip would exceed the 
limits set in the collective agree- 
ment. . 

That means another crew must be 
flown out to bring the plane back, 
which is a costly exercise. Twelve 
hours at the controls seems a long 
work stretch — but in cach plane 
the pilot has a co-pilot to relieve 
him, The critical points are take-off 
and landing; the lengthy period in 
between does not, under normal 
weather conditions, require miax- 
imum concentration from both. 
One of the two can relax in his seat, 
and even nod off. ‘ 

Besides, the law requires that 
after doing a full duty run, crewmen 
bo allowed a reat period of at toast: 
14 hours. In addition, the collective 
agreement limits flight-time to a 
maximum of 70 hours a month; 
which management wants increased 
Gointly with the longor duty-time)

COOKBOOKS nowadays seem lo 
be becoming ever more exotic. So it 
was a pleasant surprise recently to 
reccive a local cookbook devoted io 
ror recipes. 
¢ collected recipes in Habi 
Hahevtl {Home Cooking) by Tae 
Aran are based on the author's ex- 
Perience as director of the Tnuva 
guidance centres, Consequently, 
the dishes use products sold through 
the country's largest food dis- 
tributor; ingredients are invariably 
casy to oblain and usually not ex- 
pensive. The recipes are usually 
short and to the point, a fact which

The book's emphasis on simple 
but impressive dishes for home 
Entertaining makes it especially 
useful in the Hunukka season, 


THE TNUVA connection leads to 
an extensive section on entertaining 
with cheese, including this simple 
recipe for a basic cheese spread, 
Simply mix eight containers of fat 
white cheese (nine per cent) with a 
cup and a half to wo cups of finely 
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chopped onion (or one container of 
cheese and two tablespoons of 
onion),

THOSE TIRED of the usual fried 
Hanukka treats ~ and those 
watching their waistlines — might 
like to try Tova Aran’s baked apple 
recipe, using the magnificent Gran- 
ny Smith variety currently being 
sold in local markets, These are 
green, crisp apples, sweet enough to 
tat and perfect for baking as well.

Ina moment of self-appraisal he 
alls himself “the patron saint of 
mediocrity,” and relates to the 
audience as ἃ collection of 
nediocrities — which, of course, we 
ate, if measured by the genius of 


Mozart. ee 

And since this is the measure 
Shaffer has chosen, he should be 
judged by it too. Amadeus, a smash 
hit in London and New York, and 
aready a success in Tel Aviv, is 
mediocre in every way — like afl 
Shaffer's previous, and enormously 
successful, plays. 

Shaffer himself must be conscious 
of the fact that his great success in 
many countries owes more to his 
mediocrity than to his genius, What 
the public loved in Equus, and loves 
— quite rightly — in Amadeus, is his 
Salieri-like ability to turn a trivial 
idea and a hollow plot into impres- 
sive stage business and a 
memorable show. The philosophy 
appears to be profound; and what is 
theatre if not appearances? 


THE CENTRAL character of the 
play isa man who wanted to serve 
God by writing music, only to find 
that God had used a much 
greater instrument for expressing 
His will, More than 30 years after 
Mozart's death, Salieri recounts his 
own tragedy — of being a contem- 
porary of someone like Mozart, 
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even if he was much more famous at 
the time. 

What we have here is the story of 
Salieri's struggle with God over 


Mozart’s mind and body, which, . 


battered by poverty and public 
neglect, gave way at an early age. 
The real hero of the story, however, 
is music — the only thing both men 
really believed in and cherished. In 
fact, Mozart's music is so thrilling

Close Encounters would have been 
stranded on earth," A ten-year-old, 
a little over-imaginative, and who 
has an authoritative older brother 
and a cute little sister, finds a 
strange creature in his backyard. He 
introduces if into the house, and 
soon enough it is clear that the kids 
accept the new presence naturally, 
even joyfully. They consider him a 
new friend, bizarre but smart in his 
own way. But ihe grownups are 
seared out of their wits. Their most 
favourable response would be to cx- 
amine the uninvited guest under a 
microscope, They certainly don’t 
intend to establish any sort of 
emotional relationship with it. But 
the kids do, to the point that the boy 
who found it has the same symp- 
toms, and goes through the sume 
suffering, os his small friend, whose 
one chance of survival is lo be

_back to his natural habitat.

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so ugly. Spielberg replied that he 
wanted it to be like the son only his 
nother loves, But the entire 
audience has maternal feelings for 
this small being, wistful, slow- 
moving, his wondering eyes taking 
in the marvels to be found in the dis- 
order of an average boy's room. 


SPIELBERG HAS based his story 
on a simple premise. There is an 
almost (bul not quite) defenceless 
stranger, far from home (some three 
million light years, according to 
Spielberg) and very anxious to con- 
tact his kin and have them pick him 
up. He finds a group of children 
wanting to help, and a world of 
adults wha try to keep him here. It's 
u basic und simple adventure, and 
even the sei-1i effects ure basic. One 
reviewer has likened the spiiceship 
to it hig tea kettle (unlike the one in 
Clase Encounters). A transistor radio 
and an old .8ramophone jire 
enough for the connection with aut- 
er spuce, and the obligalory final 
race makes something magical out 
of an ordinary enough: group of 
bicycles, 

The kids are charming, it's true, 
und in particular Henry Thomas, 
who discovers E.T., and Drew Bar- 
rymore (another member of the 
famous family) as his little sister, 
Yet there's nothing exceptional 
about them, they aren't any 
Smitrier, or any braver, than your

that matter, und possibly that's why 
they are so endearing. 

Spielberg manages to recapture 
the excitement and the charm of the 
old movies. They were able to 
Penelrate a fascinating universe 
peopled with guys just like yourself, 
maybe just that little bit more gifted 
or lucky, but entirely believable, 
and involve them in adventures, 
They make you feel world was a 
good pluce, that there's a point in 
being alive, and that life has a mil- 
lion things stored up for you. If not 
in reality, at least in movies like 
Spielberg's. It's the sort of reaction 
one had after Raiders of the Lost Ark 
and it's what people most look for in 
fitms, even in our sophisticated cra. 


PETER BACSO, a prolific 
Hungarian film director and script 
writer, made The Wimess in (968, 
Just before it was to be releused, 
someone realized what it was about, 
und promptly placed it in the deep 
freece together with other expres- 
sions of anything that might trouble 
the peace of mind of prosperous 
Communist Hungary. 

In deep freeze it stayed a dozen 
years. In the meantime, Bacso made 
other less provocative movies, and 
also brought oul The Witness as a 
book, It was an immediate success 
in Hungary. Then, when the Eastern 
bloc seemed calm and unruffled, 

‘and Hungary thawed out, The 
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enough drew large audiences. The 
next spring it wus included in the of- 
ficial selection of films shown at 
Cannes, and was admired by profes- 
sionals everywhere. Since then, this 
slice of Central European humour 
has been making the rounds. 

The hero of the film is Joszef 
Pelikan, a dam-keeper on the 
Danube whose job is to watch the 
level of the river, and ensure the 
waters don’t rise dangerously high. 
He happens also to be a faithful 
member of the Party. During the 
war, he had hidden a party-lender in 
his house, thereby saving his life, He 
had suffered for this at the hands of 
the Gestapo. However, he considers 
his suffering a normal event on the 
path to Communism. 

The film begins somewhere in the 
early Fiftics. One day, after he has 
killed a pig and made from it a 
variety of delicacies he has hidden 
in his cellar — for a pig shouldn't be 
slaughtered without Party permis: 
sion — he's visited by the leader 
whose life he saved, and who by 
now is αὶ government minister. 
Depleted by his many duties, he's 
come to see his old friend, to do 
some quiet fishing in the Danube, 
and to escape the corridors of 
power in the capital. The police 
happen just then to descend on 


-Pelikan's house, and, unwitlingly 


helped by his honoured guest, find 
the treasure in the cellar. The guest

prison, to await trial for sabotaging most powerful man i 


his country’s economy. He finds 
himself sharing a cell with no other 
than the informer who had betrayed 
him to the Gestapo. The vindication 
of his loathsome person, who is 
equally servile to all his successive 
masters, is not directly pertinent to 
the plot, but provides one more vir- 
tiolle comment on the state of 
things, 

Pelikan doesn't stay long in 
prison. He is Kafka-like transferred 
from it to the chambers of the all- 
powerful Mr. Virag, and then ap- 
pointed to a string of jobs of in- 
creasing importance. He's a com- 
plete failure, as he is quite un- 
prepared for them. After each 
failure, he goes back to jail, and 
cach time Mr. Virag raises him to 
higher honours. Probably the fun- 


-niest of all Pelikan's jobs is as 


manager of a project for the grow- 
ing of oranges in Hungary. This is 
almost the only success for Poor, 
befuddled Pelikan, who has at least 
One orange to show for his efforts, 
There is a ceremony for the first 
Hungarian orange. But just before 
Big Chief samples the wonder, one 
of Pelikan's children filches the 
orange, and a lemon is substituted.

Because he is too clumsy and 
straightforward to know his wa 
around, Pelikan bungles this too, 
and is almost executed for it.

has expected) that no one in his 
absence has been watching the 
Danube's level, and the whole 
country is under water. 

Bacso is poker-faced, never Plays 
for laughs, and never suggests that 
his intentions are less than serious. 
Pelikan is the embodiment of the 
simple, solid, unsophisticated Ppea- 
sant, who really believes in doing 
everything he can for his people and 
his country. However, he's sensible 
enough to realize that he's best 
qualified to be a dam-keeper. In his 
analysis of everything that happens 
to him, he employs the elementary 
logic of a healthy peasant. His 
picaresque adventures contain an 
extraordinarily fierce and funny 
Satire on the total inefficiency of the 
stale apparatus in a Communist 
country. It’s surprising that it could 
ever have been made. Oo

Ben-David, Eliahu Eidem and 
Mordecai Avnieli, all named their 
sons “Bezalel"). 


THE BEZALEL was voted into cx- 
istence by the Seventh Zionist 
Congress in Basel, in 1905. Schatz, 
accompanied by the German Jewish 
artist Ephraim Lilien and a handful 
of students, set up classes in 
Jerusalem in February 1906, in a 
rented building next to the Ethio- 
pian Church, where they were 
Joined by local artists and students. 
Lilien at once fell out with Schatz 
and left after only a few months. 
But his Jugendstijl drawings left an 
indelible mark on the school. 

In 1907, Schatz, with the help of 
the Jewish National Fund and Otto 
Warburg, acquired (from a Turkish 
effendi named Abu Shakir) a large 
tamparted building that, together 
with the Ratisbonne Monastery, 
dominated a rocky hill overlooking 
the walled city. This writer's father, 
who then lived in a row of Jewish 
houses, now destroyed, outside the 
Damascus Gate, recalled that it was 
quite an adventure to mount the hill- 
side to visit the Bezalel, where clas- 
ses were opened in 1908, 

The building consisted of two 
wings. One wing housed the school, 
the smaller ‘one being earmarked as 
the future Bezalel Museum 
‘Qudaica, ethnology, local flora and 
fauna, which Schatz hoped would 
inspire his students with Jewish and 
local motifs). Rooms at the rear of 
the school were designated for 
Schatz’ own personal use. Schatz 
only surviving child, Zohara, 88 well 
as his daughter-in-law Louise, still 
occupy apartments there, Both are 
arlists, as were Schatz’ other 
children Angelica (by his first wife) 
and Bezalel (Lilic) who died in 
Jerusalem five years ago. 

As Schatz had hoped, the Bezalel 
soon became the focus of cultural 
life in Jerusalem, with concerts, 
readings, plays and exhibitions. But 
it retained a down-to-earth aspect, 
derived from Ruskin's idens about 
the nobility of the craftsman- 
labourer and the ideals of the 
Wiener Werkstelte. The art stu- 
dents were required: lo altend the 
crafts classes; and the crafts stu- 
dents studied art. Artists and 
building labourers worked side by 
side αἱ lessons in mechanical 
draughling and perspective. Even- 
tually some of Schatz’s, students,

THE BEZALEL'S first difficulties 
.came with the outbreak of the 

World War and by 1916 the popula- 

tion of Palestine was starving. 
᾿ Schatz and some of his teachers 
- were exiled to Damascus-by the 
Turks in (917, during the British.ad- 
vance on the city. Schatz made his 
way to Safad and wrote Jerusafeni 
Rebulit. The school was lemporarily 
closed in 1918. Schatz was unable to 
teturn to take matters in hand until 
1919. ἢ took some time to get the 
school going again. A number of 
studenlg had been rounded tip to 
work on Jewish: farms in 1916. In 
τ (918, others were prevailed upon to 
volunteer for the Jewish Legion, in 
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In 1911 Schatz took Bezalel ex- - 


a Fusiller- battalion of the’ British 


Army. A number of teachers had 
left for Europe. Things soon looked 
up again although Schatz suffered a 
mild selback when the first British 
governor of the cily, Sir Ronald 
Storrs, insisted on removing the 
Bezalel sales pavilion from its site 
opposite the Jaffa Gate. Storrs 
thought it an eyesore that offended 
the historical surroundings. One can 
hardly blame him, for the pavilion 
was even more of a kitsch than what 
was sold in it (Storrs had by then 
produced un ordinance which is still 
on the municipal books: that all 
buildings within the city limits must 
be buill of, or faced with, local 
stone.) “ 

Around the same time some of 
the Bezalel's teachers and students 
took part in. the milestone [92] 
“Tower of David" exhibition in the 
Citadel. 

Schaiz expanded the Bezalel to 
include 30 different departments, all 
of which are represented in the cur- 
rent exhibition. One of the oldest 
was for carpet weaving (the carpets 
often depicted alleged biblical sites, 
or the Bezalel itself) and there was 
even one, now jong defunct, for the 
making of Damascus ware; and 
another for olive-wood souvenirs, 
In 1923, Ze'ev Raban and Meir 
Gur-Arie opened their “industrial 
arts” workshop. 

The following year a big Bezalel 
show at Wembley, England, 
featured an Ark of the Law and a 
Chair of Eliahu that are recorded al | 
the current exhibit. The following 
year, 1925, the Bezalel National. 
Museum was formally inaugurated, 
with Sehatz’ student, Mordecai 
Narkiss, as its first director. The 
Bezalel Museum still survives as a 
division of the Israel Museum. Its 
former premises were turned over to 
the Jerusalem Artists Association 
after the opening of the Israel 
Museum in 1964. 

In 1926, Schatz took his show to 
the Grand Central Palace in New 
York. But the end was in sight. The 
school closed in October 1927, to be 
bricfly reopened in 1928 with the 
help of Bnei Zion. It closed for good 
in 1929. 

Schatz left for the U.S. again in 
1930, on yet another fundraising 
trip. He was not to return alive. He 
was buried on the Mount of Olives. 


THE BEZALEL was Schatz's 
triumph; its demise was part of his 
tragedy. 

What was also (tragic was that 
Schatz’ vision was confined to 
idealogy. He was not open to 
change in art or taste, In turning his 
back on modernist traditions, in 
placing Zionism, Jewish themes and 
local. folklore before artistic or 
creative considerations, he laid the 
basis for conflict with his students (a 
fate that scems to eventually befall 
directors of all art schools). Ziona 
Tager recalls Schatz confiscating a 
book she had obtained on the 
Impressionists. Schatz also heaped 
scorn on the head of a student with - 
the: temerity to work in the hardly 
modernist manner of Cezanne. ᾿ 

Schatz’ own work, though 
technically accomplished, was 
creatively uninspired, academic in 

. Manner, sentimental in tone. Within 
two decades, he had run the gamut 
‘Trom messianic seer to 
anachronism, His son once told me 
that he died of a’broken heart. O
